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Ah ! this is indeed a haven of rest 
for the storm tossed and sunburnt 
mariner, weary with fighting wind 
and wave. After three weeks of 
rambling and roving, the " Rambler" 
and "Uover" have at last reached 
this port, and now w; arc camped on 
the banks of the little creek near tho 
head of the Island, which embrace* 
several hundred acres of primeval 
forest, improved and beautified by the 
hand of man, Detroit's pride and 
principal summer resort. 

This morning a prying park police- 
man rudely kicked me on the, shin, as 
I was taking a nap in the tent, and 
wanted to know if I owned that out- 
fit. 1 meekly owned that, such wa* 
the fact, and, as gently as possible un- 
der the circumstances, informed him 
that he need not confiscate the lay 
out unless he wanted to, for we had 
permission to camp then from the 
powers that be at the foot of 
the Island, and even if ho was 
at, the bead of it, now, ho might 
as well make the best of it. Where- 
upon he bowed, mounted his horse 
and rod« SWay, and I rubbed my shin 

and resumed my oap, Guess we 

won't be disturbed again. 

We left Sandusky June S8d, and 
shaped our course for I'ut-in-Isay, 
which we reached before dark. The 

" Rambler" has the same old captain 

as of yore, but the "ltover" has a 
new one, which his namo is Willie 

Zorn. When we started slut seemed 

to understand that there sraj a green 
hand at the helm, and she was im-lin 
ed to be fractious and insisted on go- 
ing vyiiry way but the right one. 
After a while however, the new cap- 
tain got the upp( ihand, and she e.,n 
eluded to obey him and has behaved 
admirably ever since. 

After resting a day at, I'ut-in-Bay, 
we set sail (or I'ort Clinton, which 
we. reached early in the afternoon. 
That night it blew "great guns." 
The tent shook and rattled and swell- 
ed up like a baloon ready to sail 
away. We were Compelled to drive 
the tent, pins out of sight into the 
ground, and keep tightning the ropes 
at intervals, but at la: I, we got, tired 
of that and lay down to sleep, not 
caring much if she did blow away, so 
' little rest. Luckily the 
ropes were new and strong, and when 
we awoke we found ourselves still 
there, instead of a mile or two inland 
as we half expected. It continued to 
blow for two days and at the end of 
that time, we became tired of our en- 
forced activity and concluded to 
start for Toledo anyhow. Ho we 
pulled up stakes, packed up, and, 
after some difficulty, on account of 
the breakers, succeeded in getting off, 
but it was not, long before we wished 
we had remained on shore. The 
waves wi^re running high, and as our 
OOUrse COmpS lied us to take them in 
the trough, they insisted on breaking 
over t he sides of our frail barks to 
Mob an extent that they threatened 
to fill and become water-lodged, s.. 
after going two or three miles, we 
bore and went into camp again, 
wet to the skin. It is not long heavy 
waves that, the canoeist, fears, the 
1 and heavier they are 'the belter 
he likes them, but short ehopp\ 
are his terror and disgust, for before 
the canoe can rise to one wave, an 
other is encountered, which rolls over 
ies or bows and keeps him wet 
and uncomfortable.

The corner stone of the splendid 

Court House at Dubmpie, la., was laid 
on Saturday, July 11th, with proper 
ceremonies, speeches and benedic- 
tion. The new Court House is being 
erected on the site of the old one rt>- 
oently torn down. It is to be eighty. 
eight feet wide, and two hundred and 

fifteen feet high from the pavement. 

The stylo of the building is the Rena- 
issance. Tin; first story- is to lie of 
bluish Bedford, Indiana, stone. The 
second story and roof-breasts are to 
be of pressed brick, terracotta and 

Bedford stone trimmings. The front 

balcony is to be Supported by four 

granite columns. The balcony flag- 
ging, rails and architraves arc lo 
be of the best Bedford stone. 
Tho roof is to be half pitched, 
and constructed of wrought iron and 
covered with copper. The statues 
on roof are to be of zinc and also the 
gable ornaments. 

The grand parade was an excel 

lout one, and was witnessed by thou- 
sands, among whom were the deaf 
mutes of the city. The platform was 
appropriately decorated with flags, 
bunting, and wreaths of evergreens, 

while at (he towering height of the 
vault walls floated the American flag 
in the bree/.e. The Coventor's Grays 
turned out in full force, and made a 
most creditable military showing. The 
Fourth Regiment Hand furnished 
I he music, which received deserved 
plaudits on every hand. It v 
glorious day lon^j to bo remembered 

in Dubuque. Among the many relies 
curiosities, eta., put in the corner 

stone was one brony.o coin of the 

Soman Emperor Vespasian Augus- 
tus, Anno Domino 70 ;one colonial 
shilling dated April 95th iTTo, under 
the reign of George III; one Con 

federate live dollar bill, dated Uioh- 
mond, February 17th ISiil ; one half 
silver dollar of 1 70S, and many other 
things, including all the papers pub- 
lished in the county, with the Ihnf-

French with his name and tin' alpha 
bet of the deaf. A parchment pre- 
pared by two of the county officers 
with Ihe names of tin 1 president and

At 
the bottom of this parchment was the 
following: "The relics contained 
herein will cause antiquarians to re-
